In Stamp Business 


Rush of work and lack of ade- 
quate help have been the greatest 
handicap for publication in the 
past year. We are getting along 
now to a point where this fault 
will be remedied soon after the 
first of the year. 

It is due to this that we over- 
looked some very interesting ad- 
vice in a recent letter from Mr. 
Charles B. Charmatz, of Royal 
Oak, Mich. 

You should remember, if you 
collect Air Mail stamps that Mr. 


Charmatz had a full page of his|- 


splendid offers in our issue of the 
15th of November. 

Mr. Charmatz advised us that 
advertisement was-to celebrate the 
start of his third year as a dealer 
in Air Mail stamps. We can look 
back two years and would have a 
difficult time in picking out an- 
other dealer who has made the 
success that Mr. Charmatz has 
made in that brief time. We do 
know of others of the newcomers 
who use space in our columns who 
are making the grade. 

-Perhaps a reprint of some of 
the statements from the latter 
from Mr. Charmatz would be the 
best way to tell of his success and 
best yet, he very kindly tells you 
who are striving in the same di- 
rection, the secret of that success 
and after reading it, we can quite 
agree with him, that his rule is 
the sound and best rule. 

This ad starts my 3rd year as a 
dealer. Sales have climbed month 
after month, and over 2,000 cus- 
tomers seem to think I’m _ regu- 
lar sort of an egg—on account of 
maybe I like to give a bit more 
than is bargained for. Many of my 
¢ have become good 
friends, and we are still able to 
personalize our service. In a re- 
cent issue of Philatelic Trends, 
published by George Herzog—who 
by the way, is a swell egg him- 
self—there appeared the follow- 
ing: “About 500 persons go into 
the stamp business every year. 
Only about 20 of these last thru 
their first year, only 10 continue 
for two years or more, and only 
three of the original 500 really 
make a success of it.” I think I 
can sum up the answer for the 
three who succeed—an honest and 
sincere desire on the dealers part 
to give unselfishly--even if it 
sometimes hurts. That word GIVE 
—is the keystone—and I don’t 
mean premiums either—but a 
GIVE attitude when it comes to 
going out of ones way to perform 
a little extra service, and hun- 
dreds of other little GIVES—that 
one always appreciates GETTING. 
Honestly, George, my files are 
chuck full of friendly pleasant 
letters that makes one glow all 
over. There isn’t a single “gripe” 
that hasn’t been turned into a 
friend—and if I have any dissatis- 
fied customers—they are keeping 
it a secret—on account of they 
haven’t told me about it.

Our thanks to Cachet Craft 
Cover service and others who 
failed to enclose cards for copies 
of the new Coast Guard stamp on 
first day covers. 

Perhaps the most unique of the 
lot are two covers from Mr. Law- 
rence E. Hammen, of Canton, 
Ohio, who found the stamps on 
sale at his post office on Novem- 
ber 9, the day before the sale at 
New York. Mr. Hammen sends 
us a cover postmarked on the 
9th and another on the 10th, both 
from Canton, thus making a pair 
of attractive covers. 

Next to the Iwo Jima stamp 
this is by far the best of the four 
service group stamps thus far 
issued. The Iwo Jima was a nat- 
ural, taken from a historic photo 
and thus easy to copy by making 
it true to the picture. The army 
stamp, supposedly a photo, has 
had other things, notably the! 
planes, added to it, but its fault | 
jis with trying to picture so much | 
on so little. This design too, was 
picked by a man who probably 
took no thought of the reduction 
of a large photo to a minature 
stamp. 

The navy stamp is the poorest 
of all of these issues and even 
after having handled many of 
them, one must look close to tell 
top from bottom and at a distance 
of a couple feet the stamp looks 
as well upside down as right side 
up, in fact it looks like 
either way. 

The Coast Guard stamp was 
designed, so we are told, by a 
man in the service, thus-we get 
an action picture, that is a true 
memorial to these gallant men. 
The color is in the same green as 
used'on the ic Roosevelt issue 
and makes a pleasing appearance. 
This is the fourth of-the prom- 
ised service issues. The merchant 
Marine stamp is promised early 
in 1946

The Bungled Globester 
Cover Milks Collectors 
For Community Chest 


It is stated that four thousand 
of the covers such as we illustrate 
were prepared and turned over 
to the Washington, D.C. Com- 
munity Chest and were offered 
for sale at $7.50 each, all the pro- 
ceeds going to the Washington, D. 
C. Community Chest. 

Surely a splendid bait for fish 
who buy such covers. Why give 
this fund to a local community 
chest. We have a community chest 
in our city, you probably have 
one in yours and should help your 
own, rather that that for Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

After all, the cover is a badly 
bungled job and we would lay 
even money that they will be 
plentiful in the market in future 
years at less than the first sale 
price. There just are not enough 
serious minded collectors to bite 
on a thing like this, at that price 
and keep it there. The only thing 
that will save it from the fate it 
deserves is holding by non phila- 
telic buyers who will buy it for a 
souvenir. 

To a real philatelist the cover is 
a laugh. It is not a piece of flown 
stamped mail as any cover should 
be. There is positively nothing 
about the cover 
was ever on the Globester, 
alone having been flown on a trip. 

Who ever heard of air mail be- 
ing carried for three cents, thus 
it is not an airmail cover but 
merely a souvenir as stated on 
the cover. There is ample evidence 
on the cover itself that it is not 
even a flown piece of mail. Mail 
to be carried by the government 
must have a postage stamp placed 
on_the cover and canceled before 
it is given service in the mails. 
This cover may or may not have 
had the postage stamp on it when 
it was flown. The stamp could 
have been placed on later and 
canceled after the flight as the 


The flight left Washington on 
September 28, the stamp should 
have been canceled on that date, 
but we find it canceled after the
